In viewing the world situation today, one of the 
hardest struggles to analyze is the palestine 
problem. Many views in the western countries 


‘hinge upon emotions, but emotional outlooks 


alone tend to over-ride facts and cannot solve 
complex political problems. Despite the west's 
burden of guilt left by Hitler's crimes, two facts 
remain: 

I. There exists a new nation of Israel which is 
carving a place for itself in the world. 

2. There also exists an ousted population of 
Arabs who still live in Refugee camps around 
-the Israel border. To make the situation worse, 
there is almost total ignorance about both Israel's 
and the Arab nations history, oo and aspir- 
ations. 

Traditionally, until less aoe a me. of a cen- 
tury ago, Jews had been known as a people without 
a nation, displaced from their original homeland, 
persecuted and dispersed to every continent, The 


majority of Jews, living in Europe, witnessed the | 


death of the feudal church state, the industrial 
revolution, and the meteoric rise of capitalism. 


No one in Europe, the Jews incl uded, were unaf- | 


fected by capitalism, The majority of the Jews 
by the 20th century were middle class merchants.. 
While they had much in common with Europeans 


economically, their religion and background made fee 


them victims of social prejudice. As a reaction 


. to this Jews in Europe developed their own 

'. social institutional structure which led to very _ 
strong feeling. o of nationalism on the part of the 
` Jews. 


Political Zionism was founded in 1897 and intended 


‘to solve the Jewish problem by creating a national © 
Jewish state. The political allies of this movement 
were the people of whatever European nation hap- | 


pened to control Palestine. Before World War I- 
Zionism was oriented toward the Turkish Ealan 


and the German Kaiser. After the war they worked 


toward good relations with the British, Since 
Wozid Yar il gionisn aoe grat bed J its. orientation. 


Der the West to exploit their oil ëith, 
They have raised the cry for a holy war. against 
Israel in order to divert their people's atten- 
tion from the real root of their problems: an 
Arab ruling class which, in company with the 
West, is draining the resources of the region.

Carl Hampton made that statement in 
a speech shortly before his death early 
Monday morning, July 27, 

The 2l-year-old chairman of People's 
Party Il, a revolutionary black organi- 
zation, was killed, not because he was in 
People's Party II but because he was 
black and in the United States, because 


he was a revolutionary whose interests 


resided in his people, the Oppressed 
people of the world, 2 

Carl was shot down by police snipers 
in an ambush Sunday night, July 26, near 
the People's Party II headquarters at _ 
Dowling and Tuam streets, He died in 
Ben Taub General ooa about four 
hours later. 

Several others were wounded in the 
battle, including other members of 
People's Party anda man from the John 
Brown Revolutionary League (JBRL), a

The police claim that some "black mili- 
tant" opened fire on them. J.O, Norris, 
of the Criminal Intelligence Division (Red

St. John's church is the tallest building 
in the vicinity. There is no way thata 
person on the street 30 feet below could 
"snipe" at police virtually hidden on a 
rooftop, with a strategically useful parapet. 

The shooting started sometime after 
10 p.m, and lasted less than an hour. 

Artice 'Cboy" Vaughn, writing in the 
Forward Times, claims a call went out 
over the police radio saying, "We got eight 
under fire, Put some more light on that 
building because we are going to do some 
Killing.

oa in the military operates on 
two'levels. The first in institutional in 
which the military channels Black, Brown ~“ 

and poor white people into the infantry, cook 

_schools, combat engineers and specialties 
where we get our hands dirty. All of the 
‘tests that we took on entering the service had 
a lot to do with the jobs we ended up with. It 
is obvious that people who grew up and went 
to school in the Black ghettos, barrios, and 
Appalachia don't really have a chance of 
scoring high, The good jobs in the military, 
and by those we mean the ones that can be 
used on the outside, like computers, medical 
technician, aviation and personnel adminis- 
tration automatically go to other people. 

| Another thing is that the military has — 
historically been run by white southerners. | 
This is not to say that people in the north 
aren't as racist, but to point out the overt 
racist tradition that exists in the brass. It 
is the white southerners that stay in the 
officer corps and make ita career.

hard for us to deal with the institutional 


problem. That takes power and that. takes. 
time to develop and besides we are only 


‘kidding ourselves if we think that we are _ 


going to do away with racism in the military ~ | 
without doing away with it in civilian society, - 
On the personal level, however, we 


can doa lot. American society has really 


done a number on our heads making us 

think all kinds of bad things about Black _ 
and Brown people. Civilian society and — 
the people who run it have divided us from 
our brothers and sisters, blinding us from 
seeing who the real enemy is. The military 
tries to do the same thing, but they have got 
one problem. We all wear that same drab — 
uniform and take a lot of shit together. The 


difference is that when most white people 


leave the military they are out for good, but 
when Black and Brown people get out, they are 
still directly oppressed by a racist society.

"What white people in ‘the itary have 

‘to do is to understand the struggle of Black and 
Brown people. We want to control our own 
lives by the C.O, and the lst sergeant tell us 
how to live in the barracks, how to make our 
own beds, what our lockers should look like, 
what posters we cant have on the wall, how 
shiny the floor of a 30.year old condemned | 
barracks building has to be, and so on. The 
one thing is that the sergeant doesn't have to 

. live in the barracks. He is either home op- 
_ pressing his wife and kids or in some senior 
enlisted barracks on the other side of the post. 
In Black and Brown communities it is the same 
story, since teachers, police, social workers, 
businessmen and government officials come in 
from different communities telling local people 
what todo. Black and Brown people can't es- 


cape orders with an ETS, 


With this understanding we whites have 
got to get our heads together, If we are going 
to fight to win, we can't afford to let our own 

racism prevent us from uniting with Gls who 
are far more oppressed than we are, Black 
and Brown people do act differently, but we 
would too if we were living an army-type life 
all of the time and our first reaction would be 
to jump on the people who have been putting 
us down all these years. The military real- 
ly gives us a chance to work with our Black 
and Brown brothers and we can't let our own 
individual racism interfere with that. When 
one of our white brothers does something ra- 
cist we owe it to him to correct it. This 
doesn't necessarily mean calling him a "'ra- 
cist motherfucker, '' but to help him in his 
individual struggle against the forces that 
are used to dizide us, Atasi pecine, ao. the 

One final word of caution is that Black and 
Brown people aren't exactly going to welcome 
us with open arms. We have been a part of their 
oppression for hundreds of years. In the mili- 
tary Black and Brown people may want to en- 
gage in their own struggle because it goes far 
beyond the scope of military oppression, Black 
and Brown people have to get their heads to- _ 
gether because their heads especially have been 
messed up by American society and to many, 

joining an organization with "whitey" leading is 
-the same old shit. It also means white people 
are going to have to learn to accept Black and 
Brown leadership in the process of the struggle. 
We will have to work for the day when Black, 
Brown, and white GIs stand as one in the strug- 
gle against the brass,

The UBS was formed in Heidelberg in 
April, The prime purpose of calling the 
"Call for Justice" meeting was to create 
solidarity among Black GIs, 

The rally was publicized by traveling _ 
to barracks in a number of cities, including 
Munich, Frankfurt, Hamburg, Bamberg, 
Nuremberg, Baumholder and others. The 
UBS newspaper and leaflets were distributed 
and rap sessions were held, 
| One of the organizers of the rally, Rod- 
wick Winton, was thrown into the stockade

the rally, He was framed by a racist officer 
for falsification of government papers (in an 
incident where he had merely followed common `‘ 
practice in signing leave papers); disrespect 
for an officer (this same racist pig) when the 
officer physically attacked him; failing to obey — 
an order; and going AWOL. The AWOL and dis 
respect charges were dropped. Winton was 
given three months at hard labor and busted to 
E-l and three quarters! pay. 

The UBS demands at the July 4 rally were 
immediate withdrawal of all US troops from In- 
dochina; establishment of enlisted men's review 
boards to rule on pretrial confinement of Black 
soldiers; creation of a civilian inspector gener- 
al in Army units to fill the posts now held by 
officers; and end to discrimination in assign- 
ments and duties; and employment of more 
Blacks in overseas civilian jobs connected with : 3
